since that time some improvement 
has been seen, The drive came very 
much into prominence over the 
Fourth when three young men al- 
legedly under the influence re- 
sisted efforts of two young officers 
to make them go home, the result 
being what inevitably happens to 
young men who think that they can 
“cet away” with being smart with 
the law. 


Then the young men and their 
Andover square comrades decided 
that one of the officers was using 
his authority too much, and they 
even talked about petitioning for 
his removal, Fortunately those who 
have the power to remove officers 
are men who would side with an 
officer who was doing his duty 
rather than a group of men who 
had hoped that the officer would be 
afraid to do his duty. 


If license is ever repealed in An- 
dover, it’s not going to be those 
who are against it who will defeat 
it as much as those who are too 
much for it. Andover square, es- 
pecially on Saturday evenings is 
pretty much of a disreputable- 
looking place, and unless those 
who have made it look this way 
come to the realization that they 
themselves are killing license, some 
biennial election will see Andover 
back in the “dry” column, 

There are many voters here in 
Andover who voted for license not 
because they cared anything about 
drinking themselves, but because 
they felt other people who wanted 
the privilege had the right to drink 
provided that they did not infringe 
upon other people’s rights in so do- 
ing. They feel that if a man wants, 
he can sit in his own home and 
have a drink; some feel that if a 
man wants he can go into a res- 
taurant and drink, even guzzle; 
but they all feel this: that no one 
has a right to drink to excess and 
then allow himself to become a 
public nuisance, That is what has 
happened in Andover square. Sat- 
urday nights respectable people 
have hesitated to come through the 
square shopping because of the un- 
pleasantness of passing a group of 
inebriates. It has definitely hurt the 
business of merchants who have 
their shops near that section. It 
has resulted too often in decidedly 
unsanitary conditions up Post Of- 
fice avenue and even on Main 
street and Elm street. 

The police are to be congratu- 
lated for trying to get these men to 
go home when they have had too 
much, It isn’t helping Andover one 
bit to have passersby see the 
square crowded with men who are 
nothing more than a disgrace, men 
who are under the mistaken im- 
pression that the license the town 
gave them to drink carried with it 
the license to be a public nuisance. 
When Andover’s voters showed 
themselves in favor of license, they 
said that they were willing that

The anti-rabic program conducted 
in Andover by the board of health 
is the subject of an article by 
chairman Franklin H. Stacey in the 
recent issue of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health News:

THE BOARD OF HEALTH 

ANDOVER, MASSACHUSETTS 
1938 


CHAPTER III 
Isolation or Quarantine 


Rule | 

Section 1—Any person suffering 
from a disease declared to be dan- 
gerous to the public health shall be 
isolated to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Health when in its opin- 
ion it shall be necessary. Isolation 
or quarantine shall continue until 
release by the Board of Health. 

Persons exposed to such a dis- 
ease shall be quarantined or iso- 
lated when deemed necessary by 
the Board of Health and for such 
periods aS may seem necessary or 
determined by the Board of Health. 

Section 2.—In a thouse contain- 
ing one or more tenements where 
each apartment has a separate ex- 
it, quarantine applies to a single 
tenement. In a house where there is 
a common entrance hall together 
with a separate or individual exit, 
quarantine also applies to a sep- 
arate or single tenement. 

CHAPTER IV 
Minimum Quarantine Regulations 


Rule 2 
1. Anterior Poliomyelitis (infantile 
Paralysis) 
Patient—Two weeks from on- 


set of disease and thereafter until 
acute symptoms have subsided. 

Contacts—Adults: .No .restric- 
tions except to adult food handlers. 
School teachers shall have the 
same restrictions as school chil- 
dren, Removal from home will ex- 
empt food handlers and _ those 
whose occupation brings them in 
contact with children. 


Immune children: No _ restric- 
tions, 
‘Non-immune children: Two 


weeks from last contact. 
2. Scarlet Fever 

Placard 

Patient—28 days from date of re- 
port, and thereafter until the dis- 
charges from nose, throat, ear, ab- 
scesses or from any surface (Puer- 
peral or surgical Scarlet Fever) 
have ceased, 

Contacts—Adults: No restric- 
tions if patient can be properly iso- 
lated, This does not apply to school 
teachers, food handlers and those 
whose occupation brings them in 
contact with children, who must 
leave home and remain away dur- 
ing quarantine of premises. 

Immune Children: No _ restric- 
tions if child lives away from 
home, and if he or she continues 
to live away from home, may re- 
turn to school, 

Non-immune Children: If child 
lives away from home and con- 
tinues to live away from home, may 
return to school after one week 
from last contact. 

3. Chicken Pox 

Patient—7 days and until all 
crusts have disappeared. All others, 
No restrictions, 

4. Diphtheria 

Placard 


Patient—One full week from 
the date of report and until two 
successive cultures taken twenty- 


four hours apart are reported nega- 
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tive, Both to be taken from the 
nose and throat. The first culture 
to be taken by the physician and 
the others by the Board of Health. 

Contacts—Adults: School teach- 
ers must have had two nega- 
tive cultures taken twenty-four 
hours apart and all food handlers 
and those whose occupation brings 
them in contact with children must 
have one negative culture. This ap- 
plies where the adult has left home, 

Immune ‘Children: If a child lives 
away from home he or she may 
attend school after two negative 
cultures are taken, 


Non-immune Children: Same re- 
strictions. 
5. Epidemic Cerebro Spinal Men- 
ingitis. 


Patient—Two weeks from onset 
of disease and thereafter until all 
acute symptoms have ceased. 

Contacts—Adults: No restric- 
tions, save that school teachers, 
food handlers and those whose oc- 
cupation brings them in contact 
with children are restricted unless 
they live away from home. 

Immune Children: If a child lives 
away from home he or she may 
return to school. 

Non-+immune Children: If a child 
lives away from home ten days and 
continues to live away from home, 
he or she may attend school, 

6. German Measles 

Patient—One week from onset of 
disease or date of rash, 

Contacts—No restrictions. 


7. Measles 

Patient—One week from appear- 
ance of the rash. 

Contacts—Adults: No restric- 
tion ‘save school teachers, these 
the same as non-immune children. 

Immune Children: No restriction. 

Non-immune Children: Exclusion 
from school for 16 days from date 
of last exposure, 
8. Mumps 

Patient—One week from onset of 
disease and therafter until the dis- 
appearance of swelling in saliva- 
tory glands, All others, no restric- 
tions.

Rule 3 

Children afflicted with ring worm, 
scabies, or impetigo contagiosis will 
be excluded from school by the 
medical inspectors of the school un- 
til such time as the disease is 
cured or shows evidence of such 
treatment as not to be liable to 
cause infection of others. Cases so 
excluded may be re-admitted at the 
discretion of the school physician, 


CHAPTER V 
Isolation of Sick Persons 

Rule 4. Whoever is sick with An- 
terio Poliomyelitis, Diphtheria, Ty- 
phoid Fever, Small Pox, or any other 
disease declared dangerous to the 
public health shall be immediately 
removed to a hospital set apart for 
such diseases, or to some isolated 
place or room approved by the 
Board of Health or its agents, and 
no person shall leave such hospital, 
place or room, until the period of 
isolation for the disease of which 
he is sick shall have elapsed and 
until the Board of Health or its 
agent shall permit him so to do. 

Rule 5. Placards. Houses or por- 
tions of houses in which a person 
is sick with any disease which the 
Board of Health may designate 
shall be placarded with a card bear- 
ing the name of the disease with 
which the person is sick. In the 
case of a tenement house or like 
structure as much of the building 
shal be placarded as in the judge- 
ment of the Board of Health is 
consistent with the best interests 
of the public. 

The card shall not be removed 
except on the authority of the 
Board of Health. 

Rule 6. Who may enter places of 
isolation. No person except physi- 
cians, nurses and those whose duty 
it is to minister to the patient shall 
be allowed to enter the place of 
isolation during the continuance of 
the disease unless permitted to do 
so by the Board of Health. Fuel 
men, plumbers, etc., must have the 
consent of the Board if they enter 
the house, 

Rule 7. Nurses, Etc. Nurses and 
other persons caring for a person 
isolated as stated shall wash their 
hands thoroughly with hot water, 
soap, scrubbing brush, immediately 
after handling the patient, his dis 
charges, or any article soiled by 
his discharges, before mingling 
with others. They must change 
their outer clothing before going 
out, 

Rule 8. Dishes and Linen. All 
eating utensils and linen used by 
the patients shall be boiled for at 
least 15 minutes after being taken 
from the room, Upon release of pa- 
tient woolen articles shall be ex- 
posed to the sunlight and air for 
at least 8 hours. 

Rule 9, Discharges from a person 
sick with typhoid fever or dysen- 
tery shall be mixed with chloride 
of lime or other disinfectant ap- 
proved by the Board of Health and 
shall be kept in contact for at least 
30 minutes before being emptied 
into the privy vault or hopper. 

Rule 10. Release from isolation. 
A person who is isolated shall 
not be released from isolation un- 
til the minimum period for isolation 
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for the disease from which he has 
suifered shall elapse. 

Rule 11. School Certificates, Chil. 
dren who have recovered from any 
disease declared dangerous to the 
public health must unless other. 
wise ruled by the Board of Health 
obtain a certificate from the Board 
of Health or school physician he. 
fore they can be re-admitted to 
school, These certificates will be 
issued when in the opinion of the 
Board of |Health it is safe for them 
to return. 

Rule 12. Small Pox. In the event 
of occurrence of small pox the 
Board of Health may assume con- 
trol of the bouse and its inmates 
if in its opinion the safety of the 
public requires such procedure. 

CHAPTER VI 
Control of Communicable Diseases 

Rule 13— 

Section 1. All rules and regula- 
tions shall be in full force until the 
Board of Health removes from the 
premises the placard which noti- 
fies the public of the existence of 
the disease. 

Section 2. No person shall remove 
or permit to be removed from any 
house any clothing or other prop- 
erty that may have been exposed 
to infection or contagious disease 
without written permission of the 
Board of Health nor shall any occu- 
pant take up his residence else- 
where without the written permis- 
sion of the Board of Health, 

Section 8. Upon the death, re- 
covery, or removal of any person 
sick with a disease dangerous to 
the public health the Board of 
Health shall require such disinfec- 
tion of the house and such articles 
therein contained where such sick- 
ness has occurred as may be 
deemed advisable by them and such 
disinfection shall be done by duly 
authorized agents of the Board of 
Health, 

Section 4, No person or article 
liable to propagate a disease shall 
be brought within the limits of 
the town without special permis- 
sion and under the direction of the 
Board of Health, and wherever it 
shall appear to any person that 
such person or article has been 
brought into the town, immediate 
notice shall be given to the Board 
of Health specifying its location, 

Section 5. No person sick with 
an infectious or contagious disease 
shall be transported in any vehicle 
used in the transportation or carry- 
ing of passengers. 

Section 6. No child who is known 
to be suffering with active tuber 
culosis (Pulmonary) or with dis: 
charging lesions of tuberculosis, 
shall be allowed to attend any pub- 
lic school without a permit from 
the Board of Health, 

CHAPTER VII 
Absent Children 

Rule 14. When children are ab: 
sent from schoo! on account of ill 
ness and whenever the teacher has 
reason to suspect the existence of 
any contagious disease in any 
household he or she is authorized 
to exclude pupils from school un- 
til the case can be properly inves 
tigated. 

The teachers are required to eX 
ercise caution in sending pupils 
the house of absent pupils to ascel 
tain the reason for such absence, 
especially forbidding them to entel! 
the house to which they are sent. 
Pupils are not permitted to be sent 
where contagious diseases are be- 
lieved to exist in the household of 
absent pupils.

CHAPTER VIII 

Deaths From Contagious Diseases 

Rule 15, No person except the 
immediate family and those per- 
sons necessarily concerned in the 
burial shall enter the house in 
which is laying the body of one 
who had died of cholera, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, anterio poliomye- 
litis or epidemic cerebro spinal 
meningitis, 

Funerals 

Rule 16, Section 1, The funerals 
of those who may die from a com- 
municable disease shall be private, 
and take place within 48 hours un- 
less the Board of Health gives writ- 
ten permission, for other arrange- 
ments, The coffin must be closed 
before the services and not again 
opened. The undertaker in charge 
of the funeral is hereby required to 
see that these rules are strictly 
observed together with all needful 
regulations heretofore required. 

Section 2. The dead body of a 
person who has died of any con- 
tagious disease shall not be placed 
in any receiving vault in any ceme- 
tery unless by written consent of 
the Board of Health. 

Section 3. The Board of Health 
may from time to time amend or 
abrogate any of the above regula- 
lions if in its opinion the safety of 
the Public Health requires such ac. 
tion, 

CHAPTER IX 
Vaccination 

Rule 17, Section 1. Every child 
must be vaccinated before entering 
any public school. 

Section 2. No person, teacher, or 
scholar shall become a member of 
any public school unless he or she 
furnish to the school committee 
satisfactory evidence of a success- 
ful vaccination. 

Section 3. All parents or guar- 
dians who wilfully or ignorantly 
may send their children to the pub- 
lic schools of this town without 
the legal vaccination are warned 
that such children will be excluded 
from school until successfully vas- 
cinated. 

Chapter X 
Nuisances 

Rule 18, Section 1. All putrid or 
decaying vegetable or animal mat- 
ter shall be removed from the cel- 
lars and outbuildings on or before 
the 15th day of May in each year. 

Section 2. Every owner or occu- 
pant of any building in this Town 
shall keep such building and yard 
belonging thereto free from all 
filth and substances liable to pro. 
duce offensive odors. 

Section 3. No person shall deposit 
or permit to be deposited by any- 
one occupying his premises any 
house offal, brine, hones, dead an- 
mals, old leather, decayed fruit or 
vegetables, fish or shell fish, refuse, 
or any other rubbish in any stream, 
catch basin, pond, lane, street, al- 
ley, or public grounds of this town, 

Section 4. No owner of land abut- 
ting on a private passage way shall 
suffer any filth or waste or stag- 
nant water on that part of the pas 
sage way adjoining such land. 

Section 5, No person shall put 
into, sweep, or drop and suffer to 
remain in any street, alley, any 
piece of hoop, board, wood, paper, 
or any sweepings, sawdust, soot, 
shavings, hair, manure, oyster, 
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clam or lobster shells, fish head, 
tail or entrails, or refuse of any 
kind, or any obnoxious refuse liquid 
or solid matter substance, 

Rule 19, Persons having the care 
and custody of any animal diseased 
or infected with pleuro-pneumonia. 
anthrax, glanders, rabies or any 
contagious or infectious disease 
whether their own property or 
otherswise and having received an 
order of isolation or quarantine 
shall neither sell, swap, give or in 
any way dispose of such animal or 
animals, nor drive, walk, nor allow 
them to be moved away from the 
place of isolation nor allaw other 
animals not already exposed to 
come in contact with them until 
otherwise ordered by the Board of 
Health of Andover, or the State 
Cattle Commissioners. 

Rule 20. No person shall deposit 
or cause to be deposited in any 
street, lot, lake or river, or other 
body or stream of water in An- 
dover, any dead animal, or part 
thereof, It should be the duty of 
any owner or person having charge 
of any animal at the time of its 
death to remove or cause to be re- 
moved the dead body of such ani- 
mal within 24 hours or less after 
death, and properly buried unless 
permission to do otherwise is given 
by the Board of Health in writing. 

Rule 21. No person shall abandon 
or leave in any street, alley, lot or 
other public place within the Town 
of Andover any horse, or other ani- 
mal, sick or injured. It shall be 


the duty of the owner of such sick | 


or injured animal or the person 
or persons who caused such sick- 
ness or injuries to make proper pro- 
visions for the care and shelter of 
the same or if such sick or injured 
animal shall be deemed past re- 
covery, to kill or cause to be killed, 
the same and remove under the 
rules and regulations of the Board 
of Health. 

Rule 22, No person shall keep 
any fowl or other animal in any 
part of the Town where the Board 


of Health may deem such keeping | 


detrimental to the health of such 
part of the town. The Board of 
Health may at any time require a 
permit to keep such fowl or other 
animals. 

Rule 23, Owners and occupants 
of stables shall keep the stables | 
and yards clean and shall between 
the first day of May and the first | 
day of November not allow any| 
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large amount of manure to accumu- 
late and at the discretion of the 
Board of Health be required to 
keep same covered. 

Rule 24, Any person or persons 
owning or having control of any 
building or premises shall keep the 
same in a clean condition and any 
such person having control of any 
building or premises in or upon 
which there is any substance, ma- 
terial, or any condition which is or 
may become a source of danger to 
the public health or a nusiance, 
shall when ordered by the Board 
of Health in writing, either by reg- 
istered mail or by service of a con- 
stable, remove or abate within the 
time specified in said order. 

Rule 25, Any person or persons 
having control of any premises 
abutting on a private way and hav- 
ing the right to use such private 
way, shall when ordered by the 
Board of Health in writing, remove 
or abate from that part of said pri- 
vate way adjoining such premises, 
any substance, material, which is 
or may become a menace to the 
public health or a public nuisance, 
and such removal or abatement 
shall take place within the time 
specified in such order. 

Rule 26, No person shall place or 
cause to be placed or left in or 
upon any public or private way, 
street, or any enclosure of ground 
or in any body or stream of water, 
within the limits of this town, the 
body of a fowl, dead animal, or 
other substance or material that is 
or may become offensive or cause 
a nuisance,
